Two-story brick home of J. 
W illard Batey, 726 Bradshaw 
avenue, was wrecked by an ex­ 
plosion of accumulated gas in 
the basement, followed by fire, 
at 10:15 o’clock last night, en­ 
tailing a loss estimated at 
$15,000. 
Nearby Hornet Rocked. 
Mrs. Flora Pomeroy, 75, mother of 
Airs.

only inmates of the house at the time 
of the blast, were unhurt. 
The fire was extinguished by the 
Central department. 
Stores of nearby homes were rocked 
by the force of the explosion. Win­ 
es ka ons side of the Chorten Pome- 
residence, which adjoins the Batey 
dwelling were shattered. 
Mr. and Mrs. Batey were spehding 
the evening with friends, leaving Mrs. 
Pomeroy, who resides with them, in 
charge of their son. Batey said that 
he visited the basement to attend the 
furnace about 7:45 o’clock, but scent­ 
ed no gas. 
One Wall Col lapses. 
Mrs. Pomeroy was reading In the 
living room at the time of the blast. 
She had undressed her grandson, who 
was asleep on a davenport 
in 
the 
room. 
She said that she scented no 
gas during the evening, although she 
had occasion to visit the kitchen and 
other parts of the first floor. 
The east wall of the house collapsed 
and a section of the north or front 
wall also gave way. The sun parley 
under which is located the coal bins 
connected with the cellar by a single 
doorway, was lifted from its founda­ 
tion and carried Into th# front yard 
Both the south and west side walls 
were badly bulged.

FRANCE REJECTS 
PRESIDiNT COOLIDGE’S DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS; JAPAN IS WILLIM TO PA HHC IP ATE IN PARLEY

PARIS, Feb. 15.—The French cabi- 
S Mi. meeting with President Doumer- 
gue, today gave its unanimous ap­ 
proval to the reply to the disarmament 
proposals of President Coolidge. 
The reply will be handed to the 
American embassy this afternoon. It 
Is understood the reply in bt effect a 
rejection of the American proposals. 
“The note Is perfect," said Minister 
of Marine Loyguea," following the cab­ 
inet meeting. 
M. Biland, foreign minister, who 
drafted the note, said It would prob­ 
ably be published late this afternoon 
or tomorrow. 
The reply, couched in diplomatic 
terms and sympathetic in tone, Is 
nevertheless of rebuff for the Coolidge 


proposals which may spell their de 
feat. 
Spells Defeat of Plan. 
Minister of Interior Sarraut inform­ 
ed the International News Service that 
the nots “points out firstly that the 
league of nations is now handling dis­ 
armament problems, and secondly that 
naval disarmament interests all na­ 
tions not only the five big powers.” 
"Francs can't take tbs problem af 
disarmament from tbs league of na­ 
tions—that Is the fist of the note," 
said M. Sarraut.

Washington today as indicating there 
will be no effective reduction of arma­ 
ment, either on land or sea, for a long 
time to come. 
The powers will reconvene in Gene­

$15,000 BLAST CITIES AND VILLAGES 


RECENTLY a doctor of middle age 
w as m urdered because he refused to 
answ er a late night call. The woman 
calling him had died. 
Sunday, 
in Brooklyn, 
a 
sim ilar 
shocking tragedy occurred. A doctor, 
called by the family of a sick child, 
w as delayed by some cause unknown. 
The child died and the doctor, arriv­ 
ing 20 m inutes after the death, was 
m urdered by inm ates of the house­ 
hold, his throat cut, in revenge for 
the child’s death. 


MEDICINE is a profession not to be 
envied, or entered upon lightly. Four 
hundred years before Christ, Hippo­ 
crates, first real doctor, w rote the 
oath th at begins: 
“ I sw ear by Appollo, the physician, 
and Asclepius aud Hygeia and.Panac, 
Invoking all the gods and goddesses 
to be my w itnesses th at I will fulfill 
this oath and this w ritten covenant to 
the best of my power and of my judg­ 
m ent." 
W hen he worded that oath, binding 
those th at swore to the m ost severe 
and loyal public service, H ippocrates 
realized the danger of his profession. 
H e said, "I hold it to be physicianly 
to abstain from treating those who are 
overwhelmed by disease," meaning 
those absolutely incurable. 


IN ancient days the doctor’* work 
w as considered by the ignorant a work 
of magic, and failure might have caus­ 
ed resentment and murder. 
That Brooklyn tragedy proves th* 
wisdom of Hipfoosntea’ ruling. G em ng 
little thanks of pay w hen they suc­ 
ceeded. risking defam ation or even 
death when they fall, you need not 
envy physicians their work.

FRANCE REJECTS PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS; JAPAN IS WILLING TO 
IN PARLAY

PARIS, Feb. 15.—The French cabi­ 
net, meeting with President Doumer- 
gue, today gave Its unanimous ap­ 
proval to the reply to the disarm am ent 
proposals of President Coolidge. 
The reply will be handed to the 
American em bassy this afternoon. It 
is understood the reply U In effect a 
rejection of the American proposals. 
“The note is perfect,” said M inuter 
of Marine L«ygues," following the cab­ 
inet meeting. 
M. Briand, foreign m inister, who 
drafted the note, said it would prob­ 
ably be published late this afternoon 
or tomorrow. 
The reply, couched In diplomatic 
term s and sym pathetic in tone, Is 
nevertheless of rebuff for th* Coolidge 


proposals which may spell their de­ 
feat. 
Spells Defeat of Plan. 
M inister of Interior Sarraut inform­ 
ed the International News Service that 
the nota “points out firstly th at th* 
league of nations U now handling dis­ 
arm am ent problems, and secondly that 
naval disarm am ent interests all na- 
tlons not only the five big powers." 
"Franc* can't take the problem of 
disarm am ent from the league of na­ 
tio n s—that U the fist 
of the n o te/’ 
said M. Sarraut. 
International News Service learns 
that th* French reply leaves little in 
the way of a loophole for any counter- 
proposaU and In French circles It rn 
generally believed th a t it spells the 
end of the Coolidge proposals. 


Italy, It is learned, has Indicated 
th at she sympathizes w ith the French 
viewpoint and even in G reat Britain, 
the adm iralty 
bas some objects to 
offer which might prevent a complete 
acceptance by the BritUh governm ent. 
The next move of President Cool­ 
idge Is aw aited here w ith keen inter­ 
est. 
Japan's Stand on Cruiaara.

W ashington today as Indicating there 
will be no effective reduction of arm a­ 
ment, either on land or sea, for a long 
time to come. 
The powers will reconvene in Gene-

the league of nations, to talk about it 
They talked about It for six months 
last year without making any appre­ 
ciable headway, and there is little ex­ 


pectation here th at renewed disc'.ii! 
sions will get any further. 
American delegates who spent tedi­ 
ous hours in the Geneva meeting re 
ported to ad nlntstratlon officials thai 
the conference was seemingly futile 
They said the gathering was domlnar 
ed by France and her sm all continen­ 
tal allies, and th at it was useless to 
continue discussions 
wherein 
coun­ 
tries that had no navies had an equal 
vote on naval questions with those 
powers possessing great navies. 
Th* Anglo-American position was 
and Is that naval disarmament should

“Americans like sports, particularly the kind of acrobatic 
iports that give thrills. Moreover, they like betting. 
They like 
loisy music instead of a decent kind. 
They are fond of comic 
potion pictures and in every town there are amusement parks 
There crowds of children and grown-ups make all sorts of fuss, 
judging from these traits, I can say that they ave naughty, cheer­ 
ful, innocent, simple-hearted people.” 
Really, isn't that about the truth? And now for Jap comment 
in the Japanese problem in this country: 
“I presume it is natural enough,” writes another youth, “that 
Japanese are not welcomed in America, because they live in dirty 
wooden dwellings, clad in unclean, worn-out clothes, and work hard 
every day. They keep themselves from social affairs, being eager 
only to save money and then return to their homes. I think it is 
only reasonable that Americans exclude Japanese. 
They should 
let like Americans and not be unsightly. They might well stay 
there alter they have saved money* They would do more good 
for Japan by staying than by coming back to their motherland 
There tho population increases by 700,000 yearly.” 
It is a good thing to have Japanese lads speaking so plainly 
to their own people.

Radio Beacons 
• 
Light beacons are useful for aircraft, as lighthouses are for 
ships at sen. The United States government has been establish­ 
ing such beacons along its chief mail routes, for night flying. 
Hut there is a new and more wonderful device to guide the air 
lilot, which works by radio and makes no light at all. 
It is called the “radio beacon.” 
It shows the pilot eontin- 
lously, by means of radio signals, whether he is flying in the right 
direction. 
In a trial the other day, an airplane flew from Detroit to 
Dayton and back, depending oil radio beacons alone to direct its 
course, and experienced no difficulty whatever. 
Such a device 
bas been used occasionally by army fliers. It will probably be ap­ 
plied to all commercial flying in the future, supplemented by the 
lights which must be depended on for landing in the dark. 
Tile fine thing abdut this directional method is that it will 
work equally well by day or night and make the pilot almost in 
dependent of weather. For this reason it is likely to be used also 
by steamships hereafter, enabling them to keep on their course 
n ore accurately than they could if depending on the compass alone.

In this day of jazz and society, 
in this day of excitement, the home 
is only a place where we eat one or 
two meals and 
where we come to 
sleep. 
Many times the home is the 
place for ornament and the boys and 
girls are not permitted to play and 
romp like children want to do. 
“Too often we find that parents are 
not companions 
for their children: 
they are not acquainted with their son 
and daughter. 
Then, if the youth of 
today does wrong, place the blame 
upon the home and the parents. Par­ 
ents should resume the responsibility 
of training their children in the way 
they should go. 
“Another obstacle in the path of 
youth today is the lack of an educa­ 
tion. 
Opportunities 
come 
to 
the 
youth and they are not prepared for 
them because they have not been edu­ 
cated. Many times the youth are say­ 
ing to leave the great tasks of the 
world to someone else instead of pre­ 
paring themselves for that task. 
“Someday In the future minister, 
doctors, lawyers, 
poets and writers 
will he needed and who will fill that 
position? It will be that boy and girl 
who is resting in mothers’ lap. It will 
be the one who has prepared for that 
position. 
Why is it that we. see so 
many young men around on the street 
corners with nothing to do? Why are 
they not preparing 
themselves 
for 
some 
g#eat 
task. 
Parents 
should 
teach their children to love an educa­ 
tion. 
“The youth cf today 
must meet 
many temptations as each one of us 
meet them. But, they should have a 
guide. Is it not easy and silendid to 
climb the mountain when you have a 
guide. 
Christ wants to be the guide 
of every young life. He wants to be 
your companion all along th? way. 
“The journey of life will be so much 
sweeter if you will accept Him. The 
youth of today 
needs 
someone to 
guide and help them. Parents should 
always he a companion to them and 
teach them about God and the Christ. 
The youth will not fall if they accept 
Christ as their leader.”

Italy, it Is learned, has indicated 
that she sympathizes with the French 
viewpoint and even In Great Britain,

ofter which might prevent a complete 
acceptance by the British government. 
The next more of President Cool­ 
idge is awaited bere with keen inter­ 
est. 
Japan's Stand on Cruisers. 
TOKlO, Feb. 15.—Japan is willing 
to participate in President Coolidge s 
armament parley. Premier Wakatsuki 
told the government peers today, but 
it la Impossible for the government 
lo cancel the appropriation for throe 
cruisers. 
The premier's statement was made 
before the upper house of the diet and 
in answer to

President Coolidge'a proposals. 
The premier declared Japan's naval 
and military forces were at a mini­ 
mum strength. 


No Reduction of Armament. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—France’s 
decision to reject President Coolidge* 
overtures for a new naval disarma­ 
ment conference was 
accepted 
in 
Washington today as indicating there 
will be no effective reduction of arma­ 
ment, either on land or sea, for a long 
time to come. 
The powers will reconvene In Gene- 
next month, under the auspices 
f 
the league of nations, to talk about It 
They talked about it for six months 
last year without making any appre­ 
ciable headway, arid there is little ex­ 


pectation here that renewed discus 
slons will get any further. 
American delegates who spent tedi­ 
ous hours In the Geneva meeting re 
ported to ad-ninlstratlon officials that 
the conference was seemingly futile 
They said the gathering was dominat 
od by France and her small continen­ 
tal allies, and that it was useless to 
continue discussions 
wherein 
coun­ 
tries that had no navies had an equal 
vote on naval questions with those 
powers possessing great navies. 
The Anglo-American position was 
and is that naval disarmament should 
be dealt 
with by those powers hav­ 
ing naval establishments, and that 
land disarmament should 
be 
dealt 
with by those powers having a vltnl 
interest In the Bise of neighboring mil 


itary establishments. 
This position 
has been consistently rejected in the 
Geneva gatherings in accordance with 
the French thesis that land and sea 
questions are interdependent. Conse­ 
quently, the Geneva conference his 
seen Czecho S’ovakla, Jugo-Slavia and 
Boland gravely voting with France 
on naval questions, even though thay 
possess no navies that could be af­ 
fected ny the conclusions reached.

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No Death In The Mail 


Congress has atoned for long neglect of a notorious evil by 
enacting a law denying the use of the mails for carrying pistols and 
revolters, lid s measure, th e Miller bill, recently signed by P resi­ 
dent Coolidge, is excellent as far as it goes. 
Deadly weapons 
capable of being concealed on the person m ay still be made and sold 
freely, to robbers and murderers as well as respectable folk, as fa r 
as Uncle Sam is concerned; but Uncle refuses to collaborate with 
the criminals by bringing the weapons to them . 
This will stop a considerable mail order trade in such 
weapons. If any legitim ate interests arc thereby harmed, th a t is 
lamentable but cannot be helped. 
Any injustice done, however, 
will be only tem porary. 
Some of the mail order houses had al­ 
ready stopped mailing pocket firearm s, from a sense of public 
duty. 
There remains the possibility of criminals obtaining weapon.? 
from private sources. The firearms are still m anufactured w ith­ 
out restriction, and likenise sold without restriction in m any states, 
and this situation jesuits in a fairly easy and safe contraband 
traffic in states which have regulatory laws. Unless uniform state 
legislation can be obtained to correct this evil, th e federal govern­ 
m ent eventally will be obliged to go the whole distance, and e x e r­ 
cise federal control itself over the entire firearm s industry.

Radio Beacons 
• 
Light beacons are useful for aircraft, as lighthouses are for 
ships at sea. The United States government has been establish­ 
ing such beacons along its chief mail routes, for night flying. 
Hut there is a new and more wonderful device to guide the air 
Blot, which works by radio and m akes no light at all. 
It is called Hie “radio beacon.” 
It shows the pilot contin* 
jously, by means of radio signals, w hether he is flying in the right 
direction. 


In a trial the other day, an airplane flew from D etroit to 
Dayton and back, depending on radio beacons alone to direct its 
course, and experienced no difficulty whatever. 
Such a device 
has been used occasionally by arm y fliers. It will probably be ap­ 
plied to all commercial flying in the future, supplemented by the 
lights which must be depended on for landing in the dark. 
Tile line thing about this directional method ia th a t it will 
work equally well by day or night and make the pilot almost in­ 
dependent of weather. For this reason it is likely to be used also 
by steam ships hereafter, enabling them to keep on their course 
more accurately than they could if depending on the compass alone.
